Air Flow Control Adjust the hover effect of the K1 2

the positions from 0-1. The lowest position is 0 and the high- 
est position is 1 .

Vertical Tile, Concrete and Stone 

Adjust height of the spray head Counter clockwise. Close (1) the air flow vents.
